 SCHEME. 


A FAILURE IN CO. DUBLIN. 


At a meeting of the Dublin County Com- 
eS: Sag ni held at 1 Cavendish 
w, Dublin, y, it was stated by Mr. 
William Tolan, who attended with a daite, 
tion from Balrothe that the heifer loan 
scheme of the Department of Agriculture had 
roved a failure in the county. If it were to 
a success, he said, something should be 
done with regard to reducing the amount to 
be deposited for the purchase of heifers 
passed by the Inspector of the Department of 
Agriculture. The present method of requir- 


ing one-fifth of the purchase money to be. 


deposited with two sureties should be altered. 
In the — of the people whom he repre- 
sented, the heifer scheme was a failure, and 
there was an objection to giving security. He 
thought that the deposit should be one- 
twenty-fifth of the purchase money, and that 
the animal itself should be accepted as 
security. 

There were, he said, people in his district 
who could not get a drop of milk for love 
or money, and had to depend for their milk 
supply on goats. The heifer scheme was in- 
tended to provide them with milch cows, but 
it did not seem to be effective. 

It was decided to submit the names of 
Messrs. J. Chambers, John J. Usher, and 
George T. Fraser to the Appointments Com- 
mission in connection with an appointment as 
instructor in horticulture and bee-keeping. 


THE PLAYWRIGHT’S ART. 


WHERE ' THEATRE SENSE" 
IS NECESSARY. 


As an amateur playwright himself, Mr. H. 
T. O'Rourke, F.R.LA.1., delivered an in- 
teresting lecture on ‘‘ The Theatre,” before 
a meeting of the Architectural Association of 
Ireland at 8 Merrion square, Dublin, last 
night. 

Playwriting, he said; was the most difficult 
ferm of literature, and as a means of ex- 
pression was used by a small number of 
writers, A succe8sful play could not be 
written unless the author had ‘theatre 
sense,” which was difficult to define and hard 
to learn, The dramatist was not allowed 
more than 20,000 words to interest an 
audience for about two hours. In construct- 
ing a play, uunecessary words were a waste 
of valuable time, and unnecessary situations 
were inexcusable. 

Outside the repertory theatre there was 
little market for the one-act play, and the 
returns from the repertory theatre were poor. 
It was, therefore, disappointing to the play- 
wright. Personally, he favoured three-act 
plays, and theatre managers liked them be- 
cause they allowed two intervals for refresh- 
ments, 

To ensure success a dramatic production 
must have a predominantly feminine interest. 
Women to-day were the chief supporters of 
the theatre. and wanted sentiment nicely 
served up. :

BRITISH INCOME TAX 
RECEIPTS. 


BIG FALL IN FIRST WEEK 
OF JaNUARY,. 

British income tax receipts for the first 
week of 1933 were less than half the 
amount received during the corresponding 
week of 1932, the figures being £9,476,000, 
compared with £21,353,000. 

Sur-tax receipts declined from £7,670,000 
to £4,040,000. 

Customs receipts also were a little lower, 
amounting to £3,221,000, compared with 
£3,427,000, and Excise receipts were oniy 
£710,000, compared with £1,200,000. 

The total ordinary revenue was 
£21,131,210, compared with £36,525,155, 
and the total ordinary expenditure was 
£23,258,707, compared with £22,674,282. 

The total ordinary revenue from April 1 
to January 7 was £425,463,114, compared 
with £431,064,736 for the corresponding 
period last year, and the total ordinary 
expenditure was £588,910,951, compared 
with £597,534,415. 

The current deficit on January 7 was 
£207 025,395, after taking into account the 
debt payment of nearly £29,000,000 to the 
United States. 

Income tax receipts to January 7 were 
£78,057,000, compared with £97,825,000 ; 
Customs receipts were £130,595,000, com- 
pared with £104,200,000, and Excise 
receipts £94,910,000, compared with 
£92 100,100.

COLOUR IN CHEMISTRY. 
— 7 


In a lecture on “Colour in Chemistry,” 
d-livered at a meeting under the auspices of 
the Royal Dublin Society’s Science Society at 
Ballsbridge, last nigat, Dr. K. C. Bailey, 
F.,T.C.D., explained the various ways in 
which the chemist uses the colours of natural 
objects and artificial compounds to further 
his purposes. 

He dealt with the identification of acids 
alkalies by means of coloured indicators, the 
detection of undesirable constituents in 
drinking water, the concentration of colour 
by extraction with ether or chloroform, and 
the use of chemical tests in the detection cf 
poisoning. Fluorescent substances, and the 
production of ‘light by chemical reaction, 
were shown, 

Dr. Bailey concluded hia lecture with a 
few chemical conjuring tricks and the pro- 
duction of a rainbow of dyestuffs.

THE MYSTERY OF THE 


ELECTION. 


There was no reason tor this general 
election, said Mr. Cosgrave, except that 
the Government had learned that their 
policy was not successful, and they were 
now on the run. They had not been 
able to carry out the promises given before 
the last election—the biggest list of pro- 
mises ever -made to an electorate, and 
given by people who did no 
more than theorise on the subject. 
Or was the reason that some members of 
the Cabinet were insisting that there must 
be a settlement of the dispute with 
England, or members of their party urging 
that they could not hold the party 
together in the country unless agricultural 
prices were improved. 

What was the explanation of the elec- 
tion? The Government had a majority in 
the Dail composed of their own party and 
the ‘so-called Labour Party, and the 
Government were much more sure ot fhe 
support of the Labour Party than they 
were of the support of their own followers. 
The situation with regard to the Labour 
Party reminded him of the story of Frede- 
rick the Great, who, when asked why he 
allowed free speech, said: '“ 1 do what 
they like, and my subjects say what they 
like, and we get on very well together,”’ 
and that was the attitude of Mr. de Valera 
towards his Labour followers. 


THE WILL TO SETTLE, 

The Government said that they could 
not make a settlement with Great Britain 
unless they had a stronger. majority in the 
Dail. That was all .“‘ bunk,” and the 
Government knew it.. It was to the inte- 
rests of the ordinary people, as well as 
the farmers, that this conflict should be 
settled: and this conflict, which arose 
almost in a night, and which had con- 
tinued uninterrupted for six months, 
should have been ended on the day that 
it started if there had been the will to 
seattle. 

There had been a lack of appreciation 
of the value of the British market on the 
part of this Administration. Some of 
them of late must have come to the con- 
clusion that their tenure of office was 
coming to an end unless a settlement was 
effected. One thing was certain, whether 
Fianna Fail came back or not, a 
settlement must be made if the 
farmers were to survive. Cumann na 
nGaedheal was putting in the forefront 
of its programme the settlement of the 
economic war with England on honourable 
and advantageous terms to this country, 
and, secondly, they wanted a trade agree- 
ment with Great Britain which would 
ensure for their surplus agricultural pro- 
ducts terms on the British market not less 
favourable, and, if possible, more favour- 
able, than those enjoyed by other countries. 
They would. enter into the conference 
chamber on equal terms—co-equal with 
Britain and not in any way subordinate to 
her. They could offer Great Britain a 
trade worth bargaining for, and with that 
they could get a just and advantageous 
bargain. They intended to give the farmer 
every penny derived from that financial 
accommodation. 


THE HARD PRESSED 
; FARMERS. 

During the last six months the farmers 
had been more harshly treated by this 
Government than they had ever been in 
the old days by the landlords, and they 
did not want to get rid of one class of 
tyrant: to superimpose another. If the 
Government was satisfied that their policy 
was a sound one, such as to ensure pros- 
perity for the people, they would not now 
be on the run. No Government ever got

FRENCH PLAN FOR 
ENDING MANDATE.

BEIRUT, Tuesday. 


The solution in two years of France’s 
Syrian problem—which may be compared 
in some respects to the mandatory problem 
with which Great Britain was faced in 
Iraq—is envisaged in an understanding 
reached with M. Henri Ponsot, the French 
High Commissioner, according to news 
received from Emir Shekib Arslan, head 
of the Syrio-Palestine delegation in 
Geneva. 

The plan envisaged would: require the 
co-operation of the Nationalist parties 
with France for its realisation. Under 
its terms the Syrian Republic and the 
provinces of the Alouites and of the Jebel 
Druze would be considered one State, but 
the latter provinces would be accorded a 
large degree of autonomy. 

The banese Republic would be a 
separate State, and under the protection 
of France for twenty years, after which a 
plebiscite would be held to determine the 
question of union with Syria.

‘The nation’s honour is at stake,’’ he 
continued. ‘‘ Public meetings are a neces- 
sity if we are going to have democracy, as 
we have here. It ought to be possible for 
everybody to come here and state his pro- 
gramme without interference. That is 
‘fair-play and justice.” 

Mr. de Valera said that there were a 
thousand meetings on Sunday, and there 
was disorder only at two, but the enemies 
of the country were able to make capital 
out of that. 

“The Government has given full 
authority to the police,” he went on, '' to 
use all the forces necessary to preserve 
order. Iam perfectly sure, however, that 
our people will realise that fair-play 
demands free speech. All we ask is that 
the police should be allowed to deal with 
any situation which may arise, and that 
civihans should not be permitted to inter- 
fere. At the last election we promised 
that we would carry out our duty to the 
people as a whole. It would be quite 
inconsistent with that if we allowed con- 
ditions to develop which would mean any- 
thing like civil commotion here. We do 
not want disturbance. 


CONTROL OF ARMS, 


“ No secrion in the community, if we 
are returned to power, will have the richt 
to arm. All the arms should be com- 
pletely at the disposal of the majority of 
the elected representatives of the people, 
freely elected. If we are returned to 
power, we cannot let it appear that any 
party can arm itself. Any party can go 
with its policy before the people, provided 
that they accept the majority vote of the 
elected representatives of the people. The 
majority should be the only people who 
would have arms at their disposal. 

“ With regard to the general mainten- 
ance of order, our policy has been stated 
<r, and we state it, meaning every tittle 
of it.’’ 

Dealing with charges from the Opposi- 
tion, that the Government had been an 
expensive one, Mr. de Valera said that the 
Government which preceded it was stil] 
more expensive, and the expense was for 
the benefit of outside people. When that 
Government were sending five millions out 
of the country every year they did not 
think of the expense. They did not think 
that with that sum they could build a 
Shannon scheme every year.. The Shannon 
scheme was spoken of as one of the greatest 
schemes in the world. For three or four 
years they had some thousands of workmen 
employed on it, and a large part of the 
expense went out of the country to foreign 
contractors. Notwithstanding that, the 
amount was only five millions to cover the 
entire building of the scheme. ‘ We 
wanted this five million a year,” declared 
Mr. de Valera, ‘‘ to put the farmers on 
their feet and build up industries. 

At Navan Mr..de Valera received a de- 
putation of tobacco-growers asking for 
assistance.

HOURS. 


The Times observes in an _ editorial 
article to-day:—A highly important con- 
ference opened yesterday at Geneva. 
Representatives of Governments, em- 
ployers’ organisations and trade unions 
met to examine the technical problems of 
the proposal for a forty-hour week. The 
report of this tripartite conference is to be 
an item—it may be by far the most impor- 
tant item—of the agenda of the next Inter- 
national Labour Conference in June. 
Extrem: urgency is indicated by an 
arrangement which uabbreviates the usual 
procedure of the International Labour 
organisation, and, in fact, the hope of the 
sponsors of the forty-hour week is to obtain 
within six months a draft convention. 
Unemployment is an infliction so severe 
and widespread that no one will deny the 
existence of an international emergency, 
nor will anyone question the necessity for 


manufacture to health ad prosperity. 

The avowed purpose of the forty-hour 
week, be it remembered, is to remedy un- 
employment, adds The Times. How will it 
do that? Of course, work can be shared 
in the manner already indicated, although 
that would only result in a greater amount 
of what at present in this country we call 
temporary unemployment. One construc- 
tion put upon the proposal is that it 
would permit the working of five weeks of 
forty-eight hours, followed by a week's 
rest. That week's rest would not be un- 
employment, but only an accumulation of 
leisure, bbe would bow ba me 
resting employé to unemployment benefit. 
Germany has indicated that she 
would require elasticity of that kind, and 
the result would not differ from our short- 
time working in, say, the cotton industry 
or mining, ex that enforced idleness 
would be called leisure and it would have 
no income. It is beautifully simple, but, 
although an arrangement of this kind may 
be a palliative, it is not a remedy for in- 
sufficient employment.

£125,000,000 DEFICIT IN 
TWO YEARS.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 


“The Budget of the present financial 
year ending March Slst is estimated to 
close with a deficit of 800,000,000 marks 
(£40,000,000 at par), the Minister of 
Finance, Count Schwerin Krosick, said 
before the Budget. Committee of the 
Reichstag to-day. 

He added that the 1931 deficit of 
1,690,000,000 was also without cover, and 
as the savings during the present Budget 
year were not likely to balance additional 
and unforeseen expenditure, the Reich 
would be confronted on April 1st with an 
unconsolidated and short-term indebted- 
ness of roughly 2,100,000,000 marks. 

The Minister declared that the new 
deficit was principally due to shortcomings 
from income tax and business turnover tax. 
While revenues were estimated to reach 
7,461,000,000° marks they would yield 
probably only 6,681,000,000, and un- 
expected expenditure would amount to 
roughly 400,000,000. 

Germany's deficit, the Minister pointed 
out, was “ nat dangerous,’’ and was “' the 
outward sign.in figures of the last three 
critical years.” Money would have to be 
found in the Budgets of the next five years 
to cover this deficit; as well as 115,000,000 
annually for the next three years for meet- 
ing expenditure in connection with the 
Government’s scheme for creating work, 
and another sum annually of 500,000,000 
for five years from 1934 to 1938, if a full

BLIZZARD HOLDS UP

begun. The Japanese authorities claim 
that Jehol is an integral part of 
Manchuria, basing their claim on the fact 
that it had for some considerable time 
before the present comphcations in 
Manchuria been linked up with the three 
provinces of Manchuria proper. 
_ The province was formed and included 
in his Manchurian domain by the late 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin (father of Marsha]

tories of the declaration of the inde- 
pendence of Manchuria by various notables 
in February last. 

Situated outside the Great Wall. the 
inclusion of at least part of Jehol in 
Manchuria is desirable from the J apanese 
point of view, also in a strategic respect.

THE FIRST ACT. 


The first Land Purchase Act was passed 
by that great statesman and Irish Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Ashbourne, in 1885. That 
was a tentative measure, and the amount to 
be advanced under it was £5,000,000, which 
was increased, owing to land purchase in 
County Wexford, to £10,000,000. 

Then, under the Amending Acts up to 1896 
the total money advanced to Ireland under 
the Land Purchase Code of that time was, 
roughly speaking, £20,000,000. The annuities 
upon this sum of £20,000,000 started before 
1903—that is, over thirty years ago. The 
term for their repayment would be 68} years, 


iso that the annuities on these £20,000,000 


will cease altogether in about thirty ) ears’ 
time. 

At least 5,000 tenants bought under the 
Land Acts, 1885-88, and their periods 
started then for 685 years, so that their 
annuities will be finished about 1956—that 
is, in about twenty-three years’ time. A few 
of the tenant purchasers, probably 1,000, 
were lucky enough to remain under the old 
Ashbourne Act term of forty-nine years, and 
their term will be out in between six and 
eight years from the present. 

With regard to the money advanced under 
the great Wyndham Act of 1903, amounting 
to about £80,000,000, the annuities on this 
large sum of money commenced, on an 
average, about 1910—that is. seven years after 
the Wyndham Act was passed, so that these 
annuities will finish about 1978—that is, in 
about forty years from-.the present time, In 
other words, in the year 1978 three-fourths 
of the land annuities in the Irish Free State 
will cease automatically. 


FUTURE OWNERSHIP. 


Of course, in 685 years from the present 
time all the annusties.-will virtually cease, 
so that then the agricultural community of 
this country will own their holdings in fee- 
simple for ever, free of any annuity. 

In 1881, when the Gladstone Act was 
passed, the rental of Treland was £9,000,000. 
Of that rental, tenants paying £7,000,000 
went into the Land Courts and had their 
rents reduced to £5,000,000 by the Fair Rent 
Fixing Courts of the Land Commissjon. The 
other tenants, paying £2,000,000, could not 
go into court for statutory reasons. To-day 
the land annuities amount to between 
£35,500,000 and £3,000,000 a vear, so that the 
amount payable by the agricultural. com- 
munity in Ireland has been reduced from a 
rental in 1881 to £9,000,000 pavable for ever 
to the present day annuities for all Ireland 
of about £3,500,000—that is, a reduction of 
£5,500,000 a year. - 


STATISTICAL ABSTRACT. 


In considering these facts and figures, 
which are guaranteed by the Blue Books of 
both England and Ireland, it would, per- 
haps, be interesting to quote some of the 
figures from the Statistical Abstract, com- 
piled-and issued by the Free State Depart- 
ment for Industry and Cemmerre, of which 
Mr. Lyon is the commiling chief. The 
following figures show the number of hold- 
ings in the Free State, with their acreage, 
and it. will be seen that nearly 50 per cent. 
of the holdings contain 15 acres or under :—

The average annuity which the tenant pur- 
chasers pay is between 8s. and lls. an acre, 
say Ys. Therefore, about half the farmers 
of this country are paying not more than 
about £6 a vear for their farms. The pre- 
sent population of the world, according to 
the latest census, is 20,000,000,000, of whom 
three-fourths—that is. about 15,000,000,000, 
are engaged in agriculture, showing that it 
is the key industry in every land to-day, in- 
cluding the Irish Free State. :

DISPUTE OVER A 
FARM. 
MIDNIGHT RAID BY 
MASKED MEN. 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Tuesday. 
A T Cork Circuit Court to-day, Timothy 


Hickey, a farmer's son, of Annas, 

Kertane, Rathmore, was charged that, 
at Caherbonagh, Millstreet, he unlawfully 
conspired, with others unknown, to break 
and enter the dwelling-house of one Nora 
Hickey, with intent to commit a felony; that 
on the 7th October he maliciously damaged 
the dwelling-house, and that on the same 
date, with other persons in possession of 
loaded firearms, he unlawfully intimidated 
one Daniel Joseph Hjckey from enjoying his 
farm at Caherbonagh. 

Michael Hickey gave evidence that he had 
a farm at Caherlionagh, near: Millstreet. The 
accused man. was his nephew. In September 
last his brother and latter's three sons came 
to his house and told him that they would 
take the farm from him. They remained all 
night, and, in the morning, they brought in 
his cows and milked them in the stalls. He 
took the buckets from them, but was unable 
to resist them, 


MIDNIGHT VISIT. 


John C. Hickey said that he lived with his 
mother on the opposite side of the road from 
the last witness. At about 2 o'clock on the 
morning of the 7th October last he heard 
some shots and the words: “ Get out.” He 
got out of bed and saw his mother coming 
downstairs. The lock on the door was broken 
and he saw at the foot of the stairs a masked 
and armed man, who had a flash-light. He 
said: “ Get out, of here,” and to his mother 
he said: “ We do not want you; we want 
the two young men.” There was a second 
man, also wearing a mask and a raincoat. 
The man with the revolver then counted: 
“One,” “two,” “ three,’’ and then fired a 
shot, which struck the wall. 

The witness said that he recognised the 
second man as the accused. 

Daniel Joseph Hickey, brother of the last 
witness, said that he bought the farm of 
his uncle, Michael Hickey. He deposed to a 
visit in August to his mother’s house by 
Cornelius and Timothy Hickey. Cornelius, he 
said, told Cm that he was a ‘‘ grabber and 
traitor,” and Tim then said: “We 
cleared Kate Mahoney out of it, and we will 
clear you out. I will swing for my uncle's 
land ”’ 


JUDGE AND THREATS. 


After hearing the evidence of the accused 
man, who denied the allegations, and of 
several witnesses, who denied that they heard 
threats used, the jury found the accnsed 
man not guilty on all counts, except that of 
intimidation. 

A suspensory sentence of three months 
imprisonment was passed, the accused man 
to find bail of £100 and two sureties of £50 
each to keep the peace for three years. 

In giving judgment, the Judge said that 
threats of taking life because of a miserable 
piece of land were far too common, and it was 
only within the past month that a man was 
hanged—and jus !y hanged—for shooting his 
brother over a bit of a farm in Roscommon.

SIR E. L, MEINERTZHAGEN. 


The death is announced of Sir Ernest Louis 
Meinertzhagen, who for thirty years had been 
chairman of the well-known Irish firm of 
White, Tomkins and Courage, Limited. Sir 
Ernest had gone to spend Christmas time at 
Rendham Court, Saxmundham, Sussex. On 
Tuesday, January órd, he took ill, bronchial 
pneumonia developed, and on January 6th he 
died, to the great regret not only of the Lon- 
don headquarters staff of White, Tomkins and 
Courage, Limited, but of the many who had 
hnown him whether as business colleague or 
as friend. 

Sir Ernest Meinertzhagen had the valuable 
gift of inspiring confidence on all who worked 
for him. His attention to the business of the 
firm was unremitting. During his thirty 
years as chairman he had missed but one 
meeting of the company, the cause on that 
occasion being illness. “We shall greatly 
miss him,’’ said the managing director (Mr, 
Robert Clyde, J.P.). ‘‘ We were just a large, 
happy family here Saige | under him.” 

le son of Daniel Meinertzhagen, of 
Wimbledon, Sir Ernest was born in London 
on December 11th, 1854. In 1878 he married 
Alice, daughter of Major G. G. Carlyon, of 
Hawke's Bay, New Zealatd. He was called 
to the Bar at the Inner Temple in 1882, and 
in the following year he went to live at 4 
Cheyne Walk, Chelsea, where he took an 
active interest in affairs. After a period of 
service as Poor Law Guardian, he was elected 
to represent Chelsea on the London County 
Council. He served on the Vestry, on the 
Borough Council and as chairman of the Law 
and Parliamentary Committee. In 1901 he 
was appointed as a magistrate and as mem- 
ber of the Metropolitan Asylums Board, As 
a member of the London County Council he 
held the post of chairman of various commit- 
tees, including the Publishing Committee of 
the Survey of London. He was a member of 
the Lord Chancellor’s Advisory Committee 
for the Appointment of Justices in the 
County of London, a Governor of Brompton 
Hospital, and a trustee of the Lambeth Sav- 
ings Bank. 

Sir Ernest was chairman of the Chelsea 
Conservative and Unionist Association Execu- 
tive Committee, and he played an important 
part in the Chelsea slum clearance movement. 


He was knighted in 1928.

M “a interest was centred in a case at 


Clonmel Court, in which two young 
men named John O'Connor, of Barn- 
lough, Bansha, and Christopher Fitzgerald, of 
Pansha, were charged with conspiring on the 
22nd November last to hold up and take 
from’ Denis Kelly money belonging to the 
South Tipperary Board of Health and Public 
Assistance. ‘The prisoners pleaded not guilty 
to this charge. 

O'Connor was charged on three further 
counts—viz., with haying a revolver in his 
possession on the 22nd November with intent 
to endanger lite or property, having a re- 
volver in his possession on the 4th December 
without holding a firearms certificate, and 
being in possession “of one ronnd of .d2 
ammunition. He pleaded not guilty to the 
first count and guilty to the second and third 
counts. 

Fitzgerald was further charged on four 
counts—viz., with assaulting John Kelly with 
sntent to rob him on the 23rd November, with 
the robbery of a vevolver from Edward 
O'Connor on the órd December, with being 
in possession of firearms on the 4th Decem- 
ber contrary to the Firearms Act of 1925, 
and. lastly, with being in possession of two 
rounds of .45 revolver ammunition on the 7th 
December without holding a certificate for it. 
He pleaded not guilty to all four counts, 


Mr. Joyce (instructed by Mr. F. H. 
O’Cornor, State Solicitor) prosecuted, while

CRUELTY CHARGE FAILS.

UMMONSES taken out by Mr. James 
S Schofield, of Farm 1oad, Sparkbrook, 
Birmingham, against officials of the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals in Birmingham, alleging cruelty 
to animals at the Society's Stratford road 
branch, were dismissed by the Birmingham 
stipendiary magistrate yesterday. The sum- 
monses had been adjourned from December, 


and cruelty was alleged against Mr. Thomas 
Maunelly and Mr. Thomas Martin. 

Mr. W. Eyton Davies, secretary of the 
branch, answered a summons alleging aiding 
and abetting, but during the proceedings the 
stipendiary agreed with counsel that there 
was no case to answer regarding him, and 
the summons against him was dismissed, 

Mr. Cecil Cox, prosecuting, said that in 
the back garden of the house at Stratford 
road branch a chamber or oven, four or five 
feet square, was erected. On top was a 
lid to which a pipe was connected with the 
exhaust pipe of a motor which was started 
up. Fumes from the engine went into the 
chamber for the purpose of killing dogs in 
the chamber. 

Mr. Thomas Schofield, giving evidence, 
described alleged acts of cruelty, which he 
said he observed from the bedroom window 
of his house, which overlooked the society s 
premises. “ 

Mr, J. D. Cassels, K.C. (who, with Sir 
George Jones, M.P., appeared for the de- 
fence), said that the defence would be a 
denial of any cruelty, and an alibi as far as 
the various: dates and times were concerned. 
Among all the systems there might be for 
destroying dogs, this system had been found 
the most efficient and most painless. 

Veterinary surgeons, professors, and a 
public analyst gave evidence, and supported 
the opinion that death by the method em- 
pe was painless and humane,
